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CLAIMS 19-27 ARE PRESENTED FOR EXAMINATION 

On December 17, 2009, a request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application. This request 
was made after a non-final rejection. The rejection was non-final because even though 
the coversheet of the previous Office action dated August 17, 2009 indicated the action to 
be a final rejection, the body of the Office action did not set forth the statutory 
requirement which sets forth that an Office action is, in fact, final.
